First of oll, try bee cake—Bent 
six ounces of butter ond six ounces 
of taster sugar to oO cream, and stir

cup of honey, quarter of a cup of 
warm milk, and three-quarters of a 
pound of flour (having nirendy sifted 
the four with a teaspoonful of bak- 
ing powder.) Pour this mixture into 
a xrensed cake-tin which has two 
layers of buttered paper. Bake in a 
moderate oven for nbout two hours. 

Finally, ice the cake, and sprinkle 
with hundreds and thousands. 


A Rose Cake 


———— 
Chitdren love coloured cakes, and 
they will like rose cake if you make 
it ike this: —Cream four ounces of 
butter and five ounces of sugar; add 
the beaten yolks of three CRBS si 
ounces of sifted flour, and a pinch o 
salt. Beat well for at least ten 


minutes. 

When you have well whisked the 
whites of the cges, folkd them into 
the other ingredients. Then tuke 
two small basins and put a little cuke 
mixture in cach, colouring one with 
an few drops of cochineal, and the 
other with some’ green colouring.

TRAIGHTAWAY I 
admit the difficulty 


S of assessing Ameri- 


ean public opinion on 
internal affairs, It has 
been difficult enough in our 
own country, but America 
is a country of 48 far-flung 
States and of. many 
nationalities, and American 
Governments ~ have -never 
had a. particularly clear-cut 
foreign policy, apart from 
the Monroe Doctrine. 


But after three visits to the 
United States Iam convinced’ 
of two things; that the American 
people have a sound {nstinct for 
peace and order in international 
affairs; and that our “National” 
Government has: severely dam- 
aged British prestige in America 


since 1931, 


PHERE is much jsola- 
tionalism among. the 
American people, and they have 
a better practical case for it than 
we have, But to a great extent 
it has been perpetuated by the 
policies of democratic Govern- 
ments in Europe. The, essential 
case argued for their isolationist 
views is that the statesmen of 
Europe (including our own) are 
not to be trusted. 


“We went into the Great 
War,” they argue. “Late, we 
admit, but still at a vital and 
critical moment for the Allied 
Powers. We went into it with 
ideals to those 
your Government had officially 
proclaimed. And then after 
the victory we got the same old 
imperialist deals, and the sort 
of peace that was so vindictive 
that it was only an interrupted 
war. : 


“Your statesmen pulled the 
wool over President Wilson's 
eyes and we were so disgusted 
with the whole business,: that 
we kept out of your Treaty of 
Versailles, League of Nations 
and all. Finally, you have 
failed to pay your debts to us. 
Why should we bother about 
Europe and its troubles? We 
are a long way away and we 
don’t have to bother. anyway.”

If Britain and 
France were in danger of defeat 
at the hands of tho Fascist 
Powers, it is two to one that 
America would sooner or later 
come in on the side of_ the 
democracies—if thoy are still de- 
mocracies. So both Britain and 
America may just drift into an- 
other and worae 1914. : 

But what the British Govern- 
ment will not do is to take the 
much smaller risks involved in 
mobilising the peaceful Powers 
—representing the vast ma- 
jority of nations, people, and 
economic’ and military power— 
not for war, but for peace. And 
because of that, America stands 
aside. ; , : 

American instincts are sound. 
The people of the United States 
are firm champonis of demo- 
cracy. They are against dicta- 
torship. They hate the tyranny 
and militarism of Fascism, They 
are genuine friends of peace. It 
is. precisely because of their vir- 
tues that they are unwilling. to 
run the risk of béing used ax 
catspaws by a muddled Europe 
and Chamberlain imperialigm. | 

Perhaps, the’ only means of 
winning the co-operation of the 
American people for the collec- 
tive organisation. of peace is the 
defeat of Mr. Chamberlain’s 
Government. |

Wook-End_ Enthusiasm 
In Cycling 


Amazng performances were put 
up by the Hongkong Cycling Club's 
champion, HLA.G. Keates, during the 
past week's unpaced road time trials, 
now Colony figures being recorded 
for distances from 10 to 25 milcs, 
whilst even the Shanghai Wheelers’ 
figures, standing to the credit of the 
ram@ rider since 1933, were lowered 
over the same distances. 

Practically ideal weather conditions 
Frevailed on October 12, when Keates 
retuned 13 mins, 30 secs, for 5 miles 
{o average 22.222 m.p.h., representing 
the third fastest “5 put up in the 
Colony, und only 46 secs, outslde the 
record, 

Keates used his 65" gcar as usual 
and started by covering the first mile 
at 21.0 mpd; his taster finishing 
average was mainly duc to n terrific 
hurst of speed over the lost mile, 
which was covered in 2.19. (25,809 
mph). This is the fastest mile 
on the Club's books, The improve- 
ment in his 5 miles Ogures brought 
Keates’ BAR. average up to 20.945 
mph. and pave his a lead of .887 
over the runner-up, R. H. McDowell. 

On the same day McDowell, who 
ds preparing for an attempt to regain 
the Kowloon-Shataukok-and-back re- 
cord, carried out a trint over 5 and 
10 miles, and returned his second best 
Ngures this year oat both distances, 
His actual times of 14.40. and 20.23, 
gave him averages of 20.477 and 
20,419 respectively. 


Shanghal Figures Lowered 


The fishing effort put in by 
H. A, G, Keates on October 12 gave 
some indication of what could be

It 
is precisely because of their vir- 
tues that they are unwilling to 
run the risk of being used as 
catspaws by a muddled, Europe 
and Chamberlain imperialigm. 

Perhaps, the only means of 
winning the co-operation of the 
American people for the collec- 
tive organisation of peace is the 
defeat of Mr. ‘Chamberlain's 
Government.

Sly Henry Fowler, fanioug engineer, 
und designer of the Royal Scot loco- 
motives, has dicd at the age of 05. 
United Press, * © 

DISTINQUISHED CAREER 

Sir Henry Fowler, eminent rallway 
engineer and authority on aircraft, 
was born in July, 1070, and was 
educated dt Evesham School and the 
Mason Science College, Birmingham, 
Entering the rervice of the Lancashire 
and Yorkshire Rallway, he was 
trained as an engincer at its Horwich 
works. 

In 1900 Fowler joined the Midland 
Railway ond ten. years Inter wos 
made chief’ mechanical engineer. 
From 1912 to 1914 he was president 
of the Univeralty of Birmingham En- 
gincerlng Society and of the Institue 
tion of Locomotive Engincera. 

In the war he played a big part in 
the development of aircraft and in 
munitions production. Appointed tn 
1915 director of production at the 
Ministry of Munitions, he was mado 
in 1916 superintendent of the Royal 
Alrern{t Factory ond later became 
nesistant director-general of alrcraft 
production, Before the war ended 
his valuable services were employed 
in various other tasks for the Muni- 
tlons ‘MinIstry ,and he also became 
Lt.-Col. of the Engineer and Railway 
Staff Corps, 4 


If 1918 he was knighted (K.B.E.). 

Always alert and progressive, Sir 
Henry Fowler read a number, of 
papers on new Ideas and their ap- 
plication before the Institution of 
Civil Engincers and at different times 
was awarded the Miller Prize, the 
Telford Premium and Medal, the 
Watt Medal and the Webb Prize. 

Among various bodies of which he 
rerved as president was the Institution 
of Automobile Engincers. He was a 
member of the Permanent Com- 
mission of the International Railway 
Congress. 


Sir Henry, after the war resumed 
his post of the Midland Railway 
(L.M.S.) as chief mechanical en- 
mincer, but jo 1930 relinquished it: to 
take charge of the comoany’s labora- 
terices. In August 1934, at the ree 
quest of Mr, Hore-Belisha, Mints- 
ter of Transport, he became chair- 
man of a committee of scientists and 
\motor-cycle manufacturers to in- 
vestinate the causes of motor vehicle

It hus placed its ambulances and 
trucks ut the disposal of the Hong- 
kong government nuthoritles for the 
lransport of refugees from various 
fronticr — points ike - Shumchun, 
Shatoukok and Talpo to the Govern- 
ment Concentration Camp at Kam 
Tin in the New. Territories, 

As a result of the Director of the 
Bureau Dr, C. ¥. Wu's visit to the 
fronticr lost Saturday, clght Rrd 
Cross trucks ore available for this 
work, Yesterday two trucks convcy~ 
ed over 150 refugees, mostly women 
and children, from Lo Wu on_ the 
railway Mne to.Kam = Tin,, making 
several trips. These refugees were 
mosily trom Hongkong, Pingwu and 
the surrounding country. They hid 
walked many: miles without food or 
water before reaching the frontier 
from whenee they were conveyed by 
Abe trucks to the Camp. 

Establishment of soup kitchens ot 
Shataukok, Sheungshul and Taipo 
Avhere the refugees can secure some 
refreshment before being conveyed to 
Kam Tin has been proposed. . 

Plans are also being discussed to 
establish a centre for the sick. 

Meanwhile, further trips will be 
made to collect the refugecs.— 
Central News.
